The recant death of a man in Bngland 
from. eating leaves of*yaw ‘seta ot reat o 
question over which domo doubt still ap- 
peared to linger, Writers on botany and 
arboriculture, oven’ a “few years age, spoke 
in. hesitating and uncegtsin-way about the 
allogad poigonoua . properties ‘of. the treo: 
They told us how cases of. death’ apparently. 

_ well suthentiented ” had been reported. in 
France and other countrias ; but, even while 
they mada mention. o£ such tales, thoy. rathor 
shirked any downright assertion that a man 
would dio if ho ato frovly of yow-leaves, 
This incredulity wns, perhaps, the natural 
régult 6f discovoring that many ald world 
stories told to the prejudice of the treo ‘aro 
entirely devoid of trath. Thus, to take first 
‘the most exuggorated of all-theso fables, it 
has been. shown by the most practical proof 
that eating under Lhe shade of the.vew leads 
neither ‘to. death nor oven to indigestion. 
Platarch would buve been horrified, if he 
had seen. a party of seventeen persons 
breakfasting coolly. in the hollow trunk of 
the yew in Tisbury charch-yard, and would 
have warned them that thoir kilarily would 
soot he exchanged for howls of pain and 
succeeded by the silence of donth. :
